LOS ANGELES. (JP) — Robert 
S. James laughed loudly and 
slapped his attorney on the back 
in a jovial manner while a pretty 
witness. Mrs. Madge Reed, testi¬ 
fied he made love to her one week 
after the death of his seventh 
wife, Mary. 

This was the picture of the de¬ 
fendant carried today by the su¬ 
perior court jury which is trying 
James on charges he murdered 
Mary James by drowning her in 
a bathtub after exposing her to a 
rattlesnake’s fangs. 

The trial is in adjournment until 
next Monday. 

Proposed Slarriage 
Mrs. Reed, one of the witnesses 
the state has placed on the stand 
to portray the defendant as a 
bluebeard who slew his wives for 
their insurance money, testified 
James told her he didn’t believe 
in mourning. 

“He said as soon as he buried 
Ms wife and collected the insur¬ 
ance he wanted me to marry 
him and go North,’* she said. 
Mrs. Reed testified that James 
discussed his wife’s death with her 
and tried to enlist her as an alibi 
witness in the event he were 
charged with slaying her. 

“He said if he was indicted he 
wanted to spring me as a sur¬ 
prise witness,” the witness con¬ 
tinued. “He said he would pay 
me $2000 if I would testify that 
on the morning of her death I 
happened to go by their home, 
saw her on the porch and stopped. 

‘Don’t Mention Sore’ 

“He told me to say that she was 
lying on the swing and complained 
sf not feeling well.” 

Mrs. Reed testified that James 
said to her: “Above all, don’t 
mention that she had a sore on 
her leg.” 

An autopsy on the body of Mary 
James disclosed a wound on her 
leg which a toxicologist testified 
(vas caused by a rattlesnake bite. 

The last witness of the week s 
session. Deputy Sheriff Willard 
Killion, testified James confessed 
to the murder of his wife when he 
was arrested in May.

The theft was reported last 
night from Buena Park, where 
Fred Dukes told sheriff’s officers 
someone had stolen $77.87 worth 
of fireworks from an American 
Legion stand. 

That list really filled up space 
on the teletype, too, “Pinwheels, 
No. 8, three-inch, 750; torpedoes, 
round, red, 500 . .

CHICAGO, (A*!—Wilting heat 
spread new havoc across the west¬ 
ern plains today. 

Fears—temporarily allayed by 
actual or predicted rain for several 
days—mounted with the mercury 
in the drought belt. 

A blazing sun beat down on 
parched prairies as the corn crop 
entered a critical three-week pe¬ 
riod. Extremely high tempera¬ 
tures were registered yesterday in 
the Missouri valley and the central 
plains. Norfolk, Neb., recorded 111. 
Omaha had 110 —the highest ever 
noted at the weather station there 
in July. Pierre and Mobridge in 
South Dakota reported 104 and 
Bismarck, N. D., 96. 

Unseasonably warm weather, 
meteorologists warned, would 
blanket the Midwest. 

Scattered Showers 
There jyere scattered showers in 
southern states and portions of 
New York and New England yes¬ 
terday. More precipitation was in¬ 
dicated for parts of Wisconsin and 
North Dakota—one of the most 
adversely affected states. 

But there was no immediate 
hope of a general, saturating 
downpour to halt crop losses that 
have already been estimated at 
more than $250,000,000 for the na¬ 
tion’s major agricultural sections. 
City dwellers shared some of 
farmers’ concern after agriculture 
department economists in Wash¬ 
ington said the weather’s effect on 
corn would determine the future 
price of the meat they must buy 
for their tables. Com, they pointed 
out, was used to feed meat animals 
and was a major factor in the 
prices they bring at the markets. 

11 States Affected 
Reports to the grain trade told 


of a deficiency in June moisture 
in almost all of 200 reporting 
points in 11 central states. 

Market men also .said crop de¬ 
terioration had broadened in the 
western Canadian provinces with 
reports from southern Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan of large areas 
where not more than 25 per cent 
of normal harvest was in prospect. 

But profit-taking held grain 
prices in check after sen.satlonal 
advances Thursday. 

Catholics in Nebraska prepared 
to pray for rain at the behest of 
the bishop of the Lincoln diocese. 
He urged the faithful lo offer their 
supplications for an end of the 
crisis during the first two Sundays 
of July. 

Fight Jackrabbits 

Planters in the Alliance district 
of the same state armed them¬ 
selves with clubs and combed the 
fields in a war against another 
crop menace—jackrabbits seeking 
water. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wal¬ 
lace disclosed at Des Moines the 
volume of distressed cattle to be 
purchased by the government 
would be determined by the future 
aeriousne.ss of the situation.

lURF AGENCVIBURKE CHARGES MEXICANS 
CHIEF ASKS 
PROBATION 


W. Maxwell Burke, attorney, to¬ 
day issued the following statement 
setting forth his Interpretation of 
the citrus strike situation. His 
statement says conditions under 
which Mexican orange pickers 
work are "merciless.” It charges 
a black list is maintained and 
speaks of the pickers being ex¬ 
ploited. 

The Journal has published state¬ 
ments on both sides of the strike 
situation and is printing Burke's 
interpretation in the same spirit of 
giving an equal opportunity to all 
to express their views. His state¬ 
ment follows: 

‘Exploitation’ 

"While much has been published 
regarding the more spectacular in¬ 
stances of the present strike of the 
orange pickers and practically all 
that has been said publicly has 
beer by those who are sympathetic 
with the ps.cking house managers, 
entirely ignoring the actual causes 
of the strike and the injustices and 
exploitation that have been prac¬ 
ticed upon the pickers, perhaps a 
statement of the underlying diffi¬ 
culties might be worth while. 

“The bonus system has been a 
source of difficult almost from 
the beginning, in many cases with 
the knowledge if not the conniv¬ 
ance of the managers themselves. 
The bonus has been withheld upon 
the slightest provocation and 
sometimes without any provoca¬ 
tion. The hiring and firing of 
pickers has been placed in the 
hands of irresponsible foremen 
who have proceeded In numerous 
ways to rob the pickers of their 
just and due wages and bonuses. 
‘Black List’ Charge 
"Every obstacle has been placed 
in the way of organizing the 
pickers. A ‘black list’ has been 
circulated containing the name, 
description and address of ail the

No Promises 

"Their peaceable meetings have 
been broken up and the whole 
group threatened with arrest tor 
vagrancy; their houses have been 
searched by temporary officers 
without search warrants and with¬ 
out permission. There has been 
no promise of any sort made by 
an accredited representative of 
the packing house managers of 
any amelioration of any condition 
against which the pickers are 
striking, not even that they will 
not be again exploited and robbed. 

"The efforts of the conciliator 
appointed by the department of 
labor has been absolutely fruitless 
because of refusal of the managers 
to even talk to the actual repre¬ 
sentatives of the workers. The 
managers have an organization 
amongst themselves and absolute¬ 
ly refuse, so far as in their power, 
to allow the workers to organize, 
in spite of the fact that it has been 
recognized throughout the nation 
and is in the platform of both na¬ 
tional political parties that labor 
has a right to organize and nego¬ 
tiate through representatives of 
their own choosing. 

Unfairness Charged 

"Here is a group of men who 
are skillful and have worked for 
many years under intolerable con¬ 
ditions of exploitation until their 
patience is exhausted and they are 
trying to help themselves. 

“It is unfair and un-American 
that the causes for the difficulty 
will not be met or discussed by the 
managers, and all they seem to 
want is that the men return to 
work under the same merciless 
conditions. 

“The strike is not primarily for 
a rise in wages but it is for the 
elimination of conditions which no 
American would stand for, and 
knowing the conditions and atti¬ 
tude of the pickers as I do, I am 
certain that the strike could be 
amicably settled if the managers 
would meet with the representa¬ 
tives of the pickers and talk mat¬ 
ters over. To my certain knowl¬ 
edge the men have been advised 
over and over again to obey the 
law and refrain from violation, and 
if outside agencies come into the 
county and resort to that sort of 
effort neither the pickers them¬ 
selves, nor their leaders can be 
held responsible. 

"This statement is made only 
that the attention of the public 
may be called back to the causes 
of the strike and the attitude of 
the parties to it.” 


The board of supervisors must 
make the next move in the battle 
over $47,276 in redeemed delin¬ 
quent school taxes recently turned 
over to the county general fund, 
it was made clear today. 

Supervisors will meet Monday 
afternoon to receive the county 
assessment roll, and probably at 
that time will be presented offi¬ 
cially with an opinion of Frank 
English, assistant state attorney- 
general, that the money belongs to 
Orange county’s 54 school districts. 
Until they take some other action, 
Auditor W. T. Lambert will abide 
by their previous order to transfer 
the money to the general fund. 

The money has been collected 
since July, 1933, when the state 
sales tax plan of financing schools 
replaced the county schools t£DC, 
but is on taxes levied and delin¬ 
quent prior to that time. Schools, 
now backed by the attorney-gen¬ 
eral, contend that the money was 
raised for them and belongs to 
them. 

Auditor Lambert indicated he 
expects the schools to bring a test 
case in the courts and that he will 
welcome the action to settle the 
dispute. English’s opinion said the 
county is entitled to delinquency 
penalties, but that redemption 
penalties and the delinquent tax 
money belong to schools. There 
was some confusion over the ex¬ 
act meaning of the two types of 
penalties, and Lambert said he 
could not readily determine tha 
amount represented by penalties.

"We had a big farm in Ohio, but 
the men folks all up and went 
right off to fight. When I was a 
girl I did everything on the farm. 
We girls had to. The boys and 
father were off fighting and I 
drove oxen and swung a scythe on 
the grain and raked and every¬ 
thing except plant, which was a 
thing only a man could do right. 

"When the men came back, we 
had (lances and lots of fun. Moth¬ 
er didn’t want us to go off danc¬ 
ing, hut just like kids now. we did 
anyhow. My brother had a hor.se 
with a very long body, and five 
or six of us would all get up on 
it one tiohind the other and go off 
to a party at some farmhou.se. 


"Five children I had. and I tell 
you, 1 admit I don’t know just 
how many grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren 1 have scat¬ 
tered all over the country, from 
way back East to my son who 
livc.s right here with me. 

“When by husband passed away 
he'd never got over sleeping bed¬ 
ded down in the swamps during 
the war when he passed away I 
moved to the city and tried to 
live there, hut I couldn't do it. 
'There's no room to breathe, in¬ 
side or outdoors,’ I told my son, 
and I packed up and went right 
back out on the farm by myself. 
Then later on I came to Califor¬ 
nia. I like to travel alone. 

"Town.send Plan?" She laughed 
knowingly, and thus dismis-secl the 
subject. "I’ve never voted hut 
for Teddy Roo.scvelt," she said 
"Teddy was a real man.” 

And for all her 91 years, Ma¬ 
nerva King i.s .still a real woman, 
with the backbone of pioneer wom¬ 
en. A little old lady incredibly 
wrinkled, she still does her own 
washing, sentimentally tends a 
yard full of chickens, and bakes 
pic like mother’s mother. 

“I enjoyed it all," she said with 
a laugh. "Y’ou have to work hard, 
hut you enjoy it anyhow "

Janusz 
Kusocinski of Poland raced off 
with victory and a new Olympic 
record in the 10,000 meters, while 
Ralph Hill, a young American, lost 
a clo.se, bitterly-disputed decision 
in a record-breaking 5000 meter.s 
final to Lauri Lehtinen, the Fin¬ 
nish ace. 

Having thus .shaken Finland's 
grip on supremacy in the sphere 
of distance running, challengers at 
Berlin this Augu.st will suffer 
from no inferiority complex. From 
America's viewpoint, there is now 
real hope of conquest for the first 
time, not only because of encour¬ 
agement given to our runners by 
Hill's gallant bid but also due to 
the sensational performances this 
spring of Donald Ray Lash, 22- 
year-old Indiana collegian, 
l.ash Dniililes Up 

Lash electrified the foot-racing 
world June l.S by sma.shing Nur¬ 
mi's world two-mile record on a 
rain-.soaked track at Princeton. 
He was clocked in 8 minutes 58.3 
second as he whipped the strong- 
e.st field that could be gathered 
to oppo.se him. and knocked one 
and three-tenths seconds off the 
mark set by the great Paavo in 
1931. 

The belief Lash can carry his 
.speed over the longer Olympic dis¬ 
tances is well founded. He has 
won the national cross-country 
champion.ship for the past two 
years, at 10,000 meters. He has

Another question of vital Im¬ 
portance to the county’s 54 school 
districts will probably be settled 
this week, when the board of su- 
pervi.sors wrestles with the prob¬ 
lem of how to dispose of $47,276 in 
delinquent school tax redemption 
money which they originally en¬ 
tered in the county general fund. 

All of the county's school dis¬ 
tricts made formal demands for a 
share of the funds. Victory for the 
schools was .seen in the announce¬ 
ment this week of District Attor¬ 
ney W. F. Menton that Attorney 
General U. S. Webb had ruled most 
of the funds .should go to the 
counties. 

Assistant Attorney General 
Frank English, however, has inter¬ 
preted the ruling to mean that the 
county general fund is entitled to 
delinquent penalties collected. The 
battle this week will be over what 
part of the $47,276 is represented 
by delinquency penalties. 

The sum would guarantee a low¬ 
ering of virtually all school district 
taxes.

Turn onto a 
rack covered with a clean dish 
towel, cool and spread generously 
with the following frosting; 

Coffee Fronting 

Melt 6 squares unsweetened 
chocolate, add 3 cups sifted con¬ 
fectioner's sugar and 5 table¬ 
spoons hot. strong coffee, blending 
well. Add 6 egg yolks, one at a 
time, beating vigoroualy after each 
addition. Add ‘2 cup .softened but¬ 
ter, 1 tablespoon at a time, anrl 
beat well after each addition. 
Spread between the layers and 
over the sides and top of the cold 
cake. This recipe makes frosting 
enough for 1 large cake.

Lemons rose 7 cents per box to 
an auction market average of 
$.5.57 on slightly decreased volume. 
Total sales in trie auctions were 
2.31 cars of lemons. 21 less than a 
week ago. 

W. C. Frackelton. manager of 
the California-Arizona orange and 
grapefruit agency, announced next 
week's prorate as 1400 cars of va¬ 
lencias from Southern California 
in interstate commerce and 150 
cars of valencias in intrastate 
commerce. 

Th? latest available figures 
.show that there are 22,500 cars of

He points out, however, he was 
elected "Mufti” by all the Mos¬ 
lems of Palesine in 1923 for life, 
and therefore cannot be appoint¬ 
ed. His functions are religious, 
not governmental. 

The $3000 paid him annually 
comes from the taxes collected 
yearly by the British government 
from the Moslem wakfs (religious 
institutions) and used for the pur¬ 
pose of supporting Moslem re¬ 
ligious activities. 

The British government, he 
says, merely acts as a collecting 
and distributing agency because 
it is the government of Palestine.

-By air 
mail and boat to New York.—El 
Mufti, Amin El Husseini, descen¬ 
dant of the Prophet Mohammed 
and spiritual head of ail the Mos¬ 
lems in Palestine, sits behind a 
bare wooden desk in his office in 
the Moslem temple here. 

His hands are folded in the 
sleeves of his austere black gown, 
buttoned tightly about his neck. 
The white turban of his office 
hides the rod of his tall fez. 

He is a young man. this leader 
of the Palestine Arabs in revolt 
against Britain’s mandate and 
against the continued influx of 
Jews into the Holy Land. He is 
only 43, yet the light brown beard 
on his face is white where it 
covers his chin. 

Karcly Interviewed 
The walls of his small office arc 
bare, the rugs thin. The chairs 
are ordinary square-set office 
chairs, light maple from America, 
He sits back in his swivel chair, 
and his voice is melodious as he 
speaks the traditional "compli¬ 
ments” that ^open all Arabic dis¬ 
cussions. rie offers cigarets, then 
Turki.sh coffee. 

The interview, something he 
rarely grants, may now begin. 

He .speaks only Arabic, through 
an interpreter, and he answers 
questions without he.sitation, 
frankly, a smile playing con.stant- 
ly about the bearded mouth of one 
of the kindliest faces I have ever 
seen. 

‘Imiierialism Squared’ 
"Great Britain’s policy in Pales¬ 
tine is imperialism squared." he 
says, “You have seen Imperialism 
in other lands—one nation forcing 
its expansion upon another. But 
here Great Britain not only forced 
itself upon us, but forced another 
people, the Jews, as well—imper¬ 
ialism squared. 

"Conciliation between Arab.s 
and Jews will take place immedi¬ 
ately when the Jews put aside 
their ambitions and recognize 
that Palestine is the legal prop¬ 
erty of the Arabs. Thus the Jews 
will live in the peaceful state with 
us as they did before the great 
war. . . . 

Tells Arabs’ Ideal 
"The Arabs have an ideal for 
which they struggle. . . . They be¬ 
lieve tn it, live for it. . . . If the 
present policy continues to oper¬ 
ate, complete extiiictloii of the

■All Orange county is taking a 
cheerful interest in the announce¬ 
ment this week that several hun¬ 
dred Mexican families of this sec¬ 
tion are soon to leave for their 
fatherland, their transportation to 
be paid by the Mexican govern¬ 
ment. With the development of ir¬ 
rigation projects in Mexico, sev¬ 
eral million acres of additional 
lands are to be brought under cul¬ 
tivation. In that country there is. 
of course, no shortage of popula¬ 
tion to place on these additional 
acreages. On the other hand, it is 
easy to understand that a Me.xi- 
can who has had several years 
contract with modern, scientific 
farming methods, has practiced in 
orchard and field in Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia. would be very much de¬ 
sired in the development of the 
new acres in the neighboring re¬ 
public. 

A few hundred heads of fami¬ 
lies who have come in contact with 
the educational system, and meth- 
od.s of living and of growing crops 
the American wa;', would be a de¬ 
sirable leavening influence in the 
success of the new agricultural 
areas 'o be brought into produc¬ 
tion below the border. It may be 
that the Mexican government has 
figured it a good investment in 
transportation costs. Be that as it 
may, it is a splendid investment 
for Orange county: and if our 
abortive strike among orange 
pickers had anything to do with 
hastening this migration, the extra 
expen.se caused by the strike, to 
growers and property owners, may 
not all be set down on the debit 
side of the ledger. 

As was suggested in the.se col¬ 
umns last week, the labor .supply 
released by the closing of high 
schools and junior colleges should 
be ab.sorbed right here in this 
ccunt.v in groves and packing 
houses. The associations can well 
afford to put up with the extra 
trouble cau.sed by the breaking in 
of these young men. for the more 
efficient service they will render 
as they gain experience. Good re¬ 
ports are already being received 
regarding the work of the.se young 
fellows, and they and their par¬ 
ents are glad that the.v have the 
opportunity of u.seful employment 
during vacation months. The more 
I he ranchers and growers of Or¬ 
ange county become independent 
of foreign labor, the less trouble 
we will have in . aring for our 
crops.

Many believe we shall all be 
broke in America tomorrow and 
just as many more believe we will 
awakan in bright - eyed robin 
brightness to find an Utopian 
dream come true. But no one 
seems to want to stick around for 
the final result. Never was a na¬ 
tion so restless, so itchy to be on 
the go. 


-L General McCarl's criticism of the wastefulness of emer¬ 
gency New Deal measures. Xor can it shrug aside his 
statement that the regular government departments are 
in need of sensible reorganization to eliminate needless 
duplications, conflicts and complexities. 

It is true that McCarl climbed into the comptroller- 
generalship through the appointment of President 
Harding, and that he seems now about to return to the 
political arena. 

But his political leanings by no means justify mini¬ 
mizing what he says. No man in America is in a better 
position to speak with authority on government efficiency 
and expense. For 15 years he has kept track of the gov¬ 
ernment’s expenditures and operations within the letter 
of the laws of congress. And few will deny that he has 
done his job well. 

There is, we believe, no excuse whatever for continu¬ 
ing jerry-built New Deal agencies in the extravagance 
and looseness to which they are fast becoming accus¬ 
tomed. 

A general shakedown is long overdue. Those which 
have proved their worth, such as portions of the AAA 
and the CCC, should be established on a permanent and 
more economical basis. Others, such as certain functions 
of the Resettlement administration, should be liquidated 
as soon as possible. 

The nation expects President Roosevelt to state his 
intentions in regard to these tax-eating appendages of 
bureaucracy. Does he expect to let them rock along 
unreined—or does he mean to settle down to economical 
and efficient government if the people return him to the 
White House for another four vears?

“TTEACHING young boys the future of America, instead 
-L of past history, would keep many of them from 
spending the best part of their lives in prison.” 

No milk-and-v/ater reformer speaking, but one of 
the most hard-fisted gentlemen the twentieth century has 
produced in America—J. Edgar Hoover, who holds the 
unquestioned title of America’s No. 1 crime stopper. 

Of all Americans, Hoover is probably best fitted to 
judge the characters of the men he has put behind the 
bars. He has, in studying them, learned something of the 
forces, the circumstances that impelled them to become 
outlaws of the worst type, human tigers in the jungles 
of civilization. 

His words, quoted above, imply that he believes their 

horrid crimes and depredations were not foreordained_ 

and that there is a way out. 

Hoover tells us that it is OUR task to save ourselves, 
our homes and our civilization by preparing an intelligent, 
an honest and a constructive outlet for the energies of the 
young men of this nation. 

‘‘Teach them,” he says, ‘‘the future of America.” 

And yet, how can we teach them if we ourselves do 
not know? 

What Edgar Hoover actually means is this: 

Create in your own mind a high and definite goal 
for your country, a goal toward which a young man may 
think and toward which he may bend his God-given 
energies. Make this goal so plain, so understandable, so 
worthy, that your young men can go surely, happily, 
honestly in that direction.

Dollars Down the Drainpipe 

W HEN you pause to consider that each resident of 
Santa Ana uses an average of 116 gallons of water 
every day—you begin to realize what an enormous amount 
of water is necessary to keep modem community activities 
from drying up. 

Of course, nobody drinks that much daily, but there 
are dozens of other uses which rapidly consume the pre¬ 
cious fluid—bathing, washing dishes, watering the lawn 
and general household needs. 

So it’s not surprising that in the fight to secure a 
better water supply in the county, authorities also are 
looking for ways to cut down on domestic waste. 

Many times have Southern California communities 
in seasons of drouth clamped regulations against too fre¬ 
quent watering of lawns and other home uses. And now, 
with a growing demand for water due to increases in 
population and industry, and a higher pumping cost 
because of falling water tables, it is not unexpected that 
steps are proposed to make similar restrictions permanent. 

An Orange county water district committee will pre¬ 
sent an o.-dinance* governing use of water for domestic, 
irrigation and other purposes to the supervitsors soon. 
The ordinance is now being prepared, and details are not 
obtainable. 

But, without attempting to forecast and comment on 
the actual provisions of the ordinance itself, we believe 
that anything which can be done to cut down waste of 
water is of as much value toward solving the general 
problem as the obtaining of an equal amount of water 
from some new source.

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Men In Stone Look 
Dow n From Mountain 
Top-Figures Will 
Last Through Ages

T KN thoiiaanri persons were scheduled tn 
travel to one of the most isolated spots on 
this continent, on the anniversary of America's 
birth, to view an amazing new National 
Memorial. 

fTalf a million years from now -on .July 1. 
fjOinSti Americans or their successors prob¬ 
ably will trek to the same scene to look at the 
same memiorial. Conquerors or friends, they 
may stare up in wonder at the greatest re¬ 
maining "relic” of our 1936 civilization! 

Here in the first half of the twentieth century 
is done the largest and most enduring work of 
ai t attempted in history. 'W'orkers have carved a 
gigantic National Memorial that will outlast 
anything else yet created hy human hands. 

It is nearing completion on a granite moun 
tain near the center of the continent. The sculp¬ 
tor and director hope tn see it finished next 
year; preparations for it were begun in .January 
of 1924. 

The faces of four great men are being carved 
there, colos.sal statesmen in atone. Kverything 
of the woild's civilization that we know may. 
conceivably, have vanished .lOO.OOO years from 
now: but these stone faces probably will still 
stand as evidence of a great American nation 
that once lived. Already the alalues are breath¬ 
taking in their majesty, thrilling to any visitoi 
with the slightest touch of patriotism and 
imagination. 

Faces of the men are so large that, if the 
chin of one were placed on a cit.v street, the 
forehead would extend higher than a five-story 
builiiingl The nose alone would he twice as tall 
as any man. Full length of the stone figures, if 
they were completed legs ami all. would be 422 
feet. The dome of the capitol building at Wash¬ 
ington would he a tight fit over the head of 
any one of them. 

The four men carved there in heroic size are 
George Washington, Thomas .lefferson, Abraham 
Lincoln and Theodore Roosevelt. Of these, Wash¬ 
ington and Jefferson arc virtually complete now. 
Those four men were chosen after long and 
careful consideration, as the four presidents 
under whom the United States had most shaped 
its destiny and developed its ideals: Washington 
because he was the creator or "father" of the 
nation, Jefferson because he was the presiiient 
who expanded the nation hy the Louisiana pur¬ 
chase (thus adding a vast inland territory), 
Lincoln because he preserved the union. Roose¬ 
velt because he pushed through to completion 
the 1‘anama Canal, thus causing the dream of 
Columbus for a westward passage to India to 
be realized. 

T he colossal statues are on the cliffs of Mount 
Rushrnorc, in the famous Black Hills of 
South Dakota. Quietly, slowly, without many 
knowing about them, these statues have taken 
form 500 feet above the surrounding plain. 

For thousands of years man has looked in 
awe at the Sphinx in Egypt and called it the 
wonder statue of the ages. The Colossus of 
Rhodes, great bronze figure of a god in ancient 
times, is worlci-renowned because of its size. 
Neither of these, however, can approach the 
American National Memorial figures in South 
Dakota, in size or in artistry or in prohaliie 
endurance. No one can say just how long the 
Mount Rushmore figures in granite will last. 
Surely they will be there 1(10,060 years, and 
Dr. C. C. O'liaira, president of the South Da¬ 
kota State School of Mines and a distinguished 
geologist, predicted that the statues may emiure 
five or ten times that long. 

The one force that may erase them from the

I T HAS been a tremendous task to plan and 
carve such a Memorial. Ordinarily a sculptor 
in stono stands in hi.s warm studio and chisels 
at a block of granite on a table, oj stands on 
a ladder to finish a “large” work. He use.s little 
hammeis and chi.sels no bigger than your 
thumb.

The figures on Rushmore are not 
mere relief, but are full and round.

"When I learned that,” saiil Gutzon Borglum, 
distinguished sculptor for the Memorial, "I im¬ 
mediately made George Washington's nose one 
foot longer. Twelve inches made no important 
difference to a no.se when the face was 60 
feet high, but it may have added 12 hundred 
thousand years to the life of the statue!” 

This can be appreciateii a little by remember¬ 
ing that America was discovered "yesterday,” 
relatively speaking: only some 100-odd years 
ago; and that Independence Day is not yet 200 
years old. 

The half-length figures of the statesmen do 
not complete the memorial fm another face of 
the mountain will be seen a colossal tablet a 
vast, fiat surface of granite in which are to 
he cut the principal dates and events in Amer 
lean history. This stone "document" will be 80 
feet wide by 120 feet higli, resting 300 feet or 
more above the plain in one of the wildest 
legions in America, 

It is pos.sible to drive neai the foot of the 
mountain and gaze up at the stone faces. They 
may be clearly distinguished as far away as 
live miles. With field glasses, you can see them

bell, officer of the deck; Lieutenant Commander 
Peck navigator; Quartermaster Perks, on 
watch: Aviation Metalsmith Conover, at the 
elevators; Coxswain Clarke, at the rudder con¬ 
trols, and Lieutenant Commander Cochrane, en¬ 
gineer officer. 

When the ship had made her dive and turn, 
the elevator wheel had slipped from the grasp 
of Elevatorman Conover, The spokes had hit 
his wri.st with a loud crack. 

"Have you got control?" the captain asked. 
"Yes, sir. I think I have," Conover replied, 
but the ship continued to nose up despite full 
down elevator angle. 

The’phone rang with a .shrill buzz. Quarter¬ 
master Perks an.swered the call that meant the 
doom of the ship. 

“Control car," the quartermaster said, 

"Keel reports number-one cell deflating. 
"Whatf" 

As the message was repeated, all officers 
turned toward the quartermaster. Verbatim, he 
repeated the mc.ssage to them. 

"Let go all ballast and slip tanks aft of mid¬ 
ships," Commander Wiley ordered. "Slow all en¬ 
gines." 

T he quartermaster gave the order to the keel- 
man, hung up, called the port keel and re¬ 
peated the order. The fir.st lieutenant was on the 
job immediately, opening ballast valves in the 
tail with the toggles in the control car. 

All was action in the keel. The men had 
started dropping fiiel tanks before receiving the 
orders, a.ssi.sted by two mechanics off watch 
who had been in the lower fin and had seen 
number one cell deflating. All trained men, they 
recognized an emergency and knew what to do. 

In the top keel. Chief Boatswain Mate Davis 
and Aviation Ordnanceman Steele had been in- 
.specting the outer cover and the netting over 
the huge gas cells. They heard metal or w’ires 
give way, felt the fin stnicture move, and be¬ 
gan to get gassed with helium pouring out of 
the damaged cell. 

Quickly they made their way forward along 
the uptilting catwalk to a telephone. Davis 
called the control car. On they went forward to 
a ladder to the side keel, where Steele was sent 
to the bow as live ballast, while Davis went to 
the airplane hangar to take charge of his crew 
of aerial acrobats. 

In the control car the phone had rung again. 
"Number one and number two cells deflating.” 

Upon receipt of this me.s.sage. Commander 
Wiley turned to the officer of the deck and said, 
"Mr. Campbell, tell radio to .send out a di.strcss 
signal. ' 

The order was pas.sed to the radio room via 
the voice tube, and the radioman carefully and 
clearly .sent out, "SOS falling." Dailey was at 
the key. When the fleet flagship had acknowl¬ 
edged his me.ssage, he calmly began to send sig¬ 
nals to allow the radio compa.ss stations on the 
coast to fix the airship's po.sition. The flag.ship 
called again and asked for further word. 

”We have had a bad casualty," was sent back, 
and again Dailey started the signals for the 
radio compass stations. 

In the meantime, the navigator had ordered 
all hands off watch to the no.se of the ship. Only 
Dailey and Chief Radioman Randolph remained 
in the radio room. 

As the tail w'ent down, the ship climbed 
steadily under the influence of ballast being 
thrown overboard. The captain ordered lifting 
gas to be valved from the nose, and immediately 
the officer of the deck pulled the toggles. 

Slowly, as the stern was lightened and the 
nose weighted down from men on the forward 
platforms and the valving of ga.s, the .ship 
righted and nearly came to an even keel. The 
engines were used immediately in addition to 
the one rudder remaining, to turn the ship to 
sea, toward the cruisers that had been passed 
a few minutes before, and away from the Jagged 
peaks along the shore. The .ship .stopped rising 
at 4700 feet and turned heavily toward the re.s- 
cue vessels. 

In the stern the keel offleens. Lieutenant 
Reppy and Chief Boatswain Buckley had made 
an inspection to see that all ballast and fuel was 
gone and to determine the damage. It was 
quickly apparent that not only waa number one 
cell gone, but the top .stabilizing fln had also 
tom free. This left only the rudder standing and 
numbers zero and two cells were deflating. 

The cont^lihl car was called and the full dam¬ 
age explained to the captain. He knew that was 
the end. Before zero and two cells had deflated 
there was a chance. Ships had been brought 
in before with one cell gone, but without the 
support of any gas cells under the rudders and 
flippers, the case was hopeless.

In the plane hangar, almo.st midships, the 
hangar crew stood by ready to drop planes. The 
big hatch had been openeil and they were hav¬ 
ing difficulty due to the sharp angle of the ship. 
Poised on narrow walks looking down through 
the gaping hatch, they kwaited orders. 

Throughout the ship all men stood at their 
landing stations. The riggers in the keel were 
dropping fuel tanks. .Some attempted to push 
the deflated cell overboard. Others stood by 
emergency control wheels. The mechanics, in¬ 
side their’ engine rooms, eyes on the telegraph 
signal, hands on throttles, awaited orders from 
the control car. As the men in the smoking 
room ha<l been ordered to trim ship, the officer 
of the deck had flashed the emergency signal 
and all men had raced to their stations. 

After a check-up among the men huddled in 
the nose, it was discovered there were not 
enough life preservers to go around. Lieutenant 
Commander Mackey and another man edged 
down the inclined catwalk and returned with 
all the life jackets in the officers' quarters. They 
were quickly donned. 

Commander Mills had opened the top hatch

.Macon. A feeling of complaeence .settled over 
the ship. Airplane pilots and other officers oft 
watch .settled back in the smoking room ju.st aft 
of the control car and navigating room, to read 
and play ”acey deucy." The crew off watch 
turned in. 

Lieutenant 'Van Swearingen waa on watch in 
the control ear as they sped along at eight 
engines .standard speed. He sighted .some sub¬ 
marines trailing behind the fleet, but they were 
quickly left behind. At four in the afternoon 
he was relieved from duty by Lieutenant Camp¬ 
bell and, following his u.sual cu.stom, headed for 
food and coffee. Then he Joined the other of¬ 
ficers off watch In the smoking room. 

A few minutes after 5:00 P. M. the men felt 
a marked roll to port and they were thrown 
slightly to starboard. The ship dove a little, 
turned to starboard and leveled off. One of the 
officers remarked, thinking they had hit a bump, 
"That was a honey." He lit a cigarette and 
started reading. 

Suddenly the navigating officer put his head 
through the door and ordered, "All hands for¬ 
ward to trim ship. Something has happened to 
number one cell." All knew It waa a general 
emergency, but had no Idea of anything seri¬ 
ous. One of the men took the dice with him 
,so lhat no one else could disturb the board. 
Lieutenant Rounds stuck one of the aeey dminy 
men in his pocket, and they filed out. 

In Indian fashion they marched along the cat-

walk and up the steps to the nose. Lieutenant 
Commander (Shorty) Mills and Coxswain 
Domlan, first In line, climbed up on the small 
platform above the mooring .spindle. Onto the 
mooring platform, Ju.st below, came Lieutenant 
Commander Don Mackey, three heavier than air 
Lieutenant pilots. Lieutenant Van Swearingen, 
three radiomen off watch, the cook, a quarUr- 
master and two boatswain mates. On the cat- 
walk steps at the servicing hatch below were 
Commander Clay, Lieutenant (Nappy) KIvette, 
a plana pilot and several enlisted men. 

Though they could not see out, all men knew 
the great ship waa going up by the pressure 


at the nose as the ship soared into the sky. 
From the wind he could tell they were climbing 
fast. Soon there was a slowing down in the up¬ 
ward flight. The pressure on their ears did not 
change so fast and the air flow decreased. 

From the bridge orders had flashed to slow 
the motors to relieve strain on the controls.

Captain Josiah Knowles, enroutc from San 
Francisco to South America on his sturdy 
clipper ship, the "Wild Wave," is wrecked on 
lonely and deserted Oeno Island in the South 
Pacific, Captain Knowles and several members 
of his crew stock one of the dories saved from 
the "Wild Wave" and brave the SO-mile stretch 
of sea to Pitcairn Island in search of help. They 
find the island deserted. Scouring the island. 
Captain Knowles and his crew find several old 
buildings. With crude tools, they fashion a small 
craft, which they name the "John Adams." On 
July 23, after months of hardships, they set sail 
for the Marquesas, leaving behind three mem¬ 
bers of the crew who refuse to accomp.iny 
them on the venturesome voyage. Now go on 
with the story.

So land was .some¬ 
thin); Captain Knowles must pive a wide berth, 
luiividinK there was no evidence of Kiiropean 
civilization on the shores. 

Some may .say, too, that the unwritten book 
of the sea is eomfiosed of many ehaplers of 
wrecked seamen makinR port after lone and 
dangerous adventure anil that the voyage of 
lhe.se men onl.v supplements those tales of a 
more sen.salional nature. Vet as this chapter un¬ 
folds, it aiiproaches heroic stature. It heioines 
the simple, unadorned tale of a man who.se 
steadfast resoureefulne.ss hewed a seaworthy 
craft from the green timber of a deserted island, 
with the crudest of tools, and launched it to 
withstand the vagaries of the most destructive 
ocean on earth. Captain Knowles briefly de¬ 
scribes the ./i/liii Addiii.s as schooner-rigged. Re¬ 
search gives more detail. She had two masts, 
a forcstay .sail, a fore.sail, and a main.sail. About 
210 .sijuare feet of patidied cloth and duck i from 
the old .sails of the U’lM H'oi r i went into her 
two fore.sails, while about 100 .srpiare feet of 
pitiful material which looked for all like a 
crazy-quilt, went into her mainsail. Both were 
of leg-of-mutton rig. 

The Jnhn Adams strongly shower] the influ¬ 
ence of a man who had often strolled over to 
Fish Island to admire the Irleal New Bedford 
whaleboat. Captain Knowle.s knew the flat floor 
would carry well out into the ends, giving a fast 
and able hull. Her double-end would drag very 
little water and even the most dogged sea would 
grow’ tired before it could .swain|) her. She was 
a nicely conceived little craft, planned in the 
memor.v of a man who knew anil loved .shi()a. 
Yet, there were wooden sfiikes where stout bolts 
should have been, hurriedly cured rope where 
tough hempen strands should have bound her 


flimsy rigging, inferior pitch ready to melt and 
run where well-.sct tar should have lillccl the 
gri en cracks. 

I .\' ALL, the Jiiliii Adams was a valiant testi¬ 
mony lo the resourcefulness of Captain 
Knowles, but it had yet to meet the li slmaster 
of all Shijis. the sea. So. on .Inly 2'.',. the little 
boat, hei crude ensign Muttering in the wind, 
east off her line and started on her lust adven¬ 
ture over the breast of the mightiest ocean in 
the world. 

The Captain never forgot the silence that 
seemed to lit aiounil his craft like black fog as 
he left Pitcairn Island astern. It was the 
charged silence of expectancy, tense with the 
thoughts of men awaiting the judgment of a 
mighty tribunal the wind, tie .si-a and the 
weather That omnipotent trinity would decide 
whether they had built a boat wortiiy of the 
name and whether they had built it well 

Taking the lirst waves of her life, the ./o/ia 
Ailnm.s cieaked and groaned like a full-limhed 
animal awakening to the consciousness of be¬ 
ing. The comiilaining creak of crudely-hewn 
loists remindcil her creators she was after all 
but a make-shift affair. The weedy masts 
swaved and di|iped with the motion of the boat 
in a manner that .seemed to (loinl lo their qiies- 
lionahle mati'iial. The Mim.sy sails fluttered a 
little too nervously, like a dancer striving to 
show a critical audience what could he done if 
she had real veils. 

The sun di|iped into the horizon behind In 
front the moonlit sea stretched before him wath 
endle.ss monotony and Captain Knowles felt the 
calm skies above were moeking his desjierate 
situation. Hid he really know ships'’ Was he 
less qualified to call hini.self a seaman than that 
glorious race of Polynesia that had navigated 
the Pacilic from New Zealand lo .South Amer¬ 
ica'.' He was not long waiting for the answer. 
Tho.se tranquil skies .soon changed their mood, 
and a heavy gale exploded from the West. Caii- 
lain Knowles called to "Lim|'y " Bartlett for a 
hurried consultation .Shaiii commands rose 
above the. wind. 

S .\1L was shortened, and the ./o/iii Adams 
headed for the .Marquesas, nearly eight hun¬ 
dred miles beyond tier original destination, Ta¬ 
hiti. Contrary winds oven prevented her <ap- 
tain from [la.ssing near Oeno reef, where he had 
[ilanned to Mash a mes.sage of hope to his 
stranded company. 

Toward early morning the wiml whipped 
around from We.st to Northwest. The sea grew 
high and threatening. Water poured in sheets 
over the shallow sides of the boat The green 
wood, having had no time to fit, let more water 
flood her flat floor. Only the frantic bailing of 
"Limpy" Bartlett and his two men brought the 
.folia Adnm.s through her baptism of fury on 
her first night at sea. 

Low, dark clouds, scudding fast to Eastward, 
Mid a sun that ro.se red and ominous the next 
morning. Captain Knowles, standing at the 
crude helm with tattered clothes sticking to his 
wet akin, looked drawn and haggard-eyed. Yet, 
the gray light ’caught a flash in his eyes that 
told his comiiariions that their captain was 
[ilea.sed with the performance of the ./oliii Ad¬ 
ams. The captain and his .ship chanted a silent 
message to the crew. They seemed to say to¬ 


gether: "We will .see you through if .you do 
.voiir part. The sea has done its worst. You 
have borne up well and with the gods favoring 
us, we shall reach honiel” 

Little did they ilream of what yet lay ahead. 

"Strange currents swept us from our course 
or monsters of the deep seemed to cling to our 
boat's bottom, holding us motionless despite a 
breeze in the sails." 

T HLS entry in Cajitain .losiah Knowles' diary 
reveals a glimmering of the superstition 
which crejit into the minds of the bravest of 
men in tho.se days when everything strange to a 
.sailorman indicated .some ill omen. What the 
four men went through in this fearful trip from 
Pitcairn to the .Marquesas ean only he imagined 
Up to noon, twenty hours from Pitcairn Is¬ 
land, Cajilain Knowles reckoneil the •folia Adams 


had made eighty-one miles. The men. .sea-sick 
throughout the night, were now growing ii.sed 
lo the motion of the boat Retched stomachs re¬ 
ceived the bland nourishment of coconut milk. 

Had the circumstances been different, the 
young captain would have enjoyed more fully 
the adventure of sailing a boat he had built him¬ 
self over an unknown sea. Nearly every day the 
horizon was broken with the fronded heights of 
.some island which had never before revealed 
itself to European eyes. Even though Captain 
Knowles peered at each curiously, no matter 
how far away, wondering whether it was I'n- 
inhabited; wondering, too, whether re.scue might 
await him on the shadowy land, he ilared not 
lake the chance of fighting adver.se winds on the 
long gamble of finding a stray whaler or a 
cruising sloop-of-war. He knew he was bound 
to find help in the Marqiic.sas. The.se other is¬ 
lands might mean the massacre of himself and 


his company by the .savages, or a grounded boat 
in unchartered waters. 

So they sailed on. each day stretching out in¬ 
terminably after the next, until Ca|)tain Knowles 
felt some capricious monster was pushing away 
from his bow the port he .sought. Sometimes the 
seas ro.se to toy with him. Sometimes the sun 
won its chance to harass, and each man took 
what shredded rags .still served to clothe him 
and made a turban for his head. 

The rays of a blazing sun cau.scd no little sui¬ 
tering, and midda.v of each day would find thi 
tour men in the shadcless boat, faint and weak 

O N -Inly 30lh, "a long, heavy .swell on, mak¬ 
ing our boat very uneasy. Obliged to crawl 
on all fours. " This brief entry is followed by one 


equally laconic: "Had to take to oars to avoid 
colo.ssal water.s|iout." 

At ^lmo.sl right-angles to the boat and not 
more than a quarter of a league away, a black 
sky had seemed to twist into a sharp point that 
lanced at the sea At the area of contact the 
ocean was whipped to a frenzy, as if lashed by 
a gigantic bolt of electricity. Slowly the sea 
rose to a pyramid of water. There was a hissing 
noise, like the sound of a million angry dragons. 
The sky was drawn down to meet the sea and 
as they met, the black cloud braided into a 
.swirling column of water 

For a moment the opaque column remained 
.stationary, a huge Byzantine t'lllar in the sky. 
In that moment Captain Knowles sprang into 
action. Sails were lowered hurriedly and the 
oars slipped into wooden locks. 

As the little boat veered to leeward, the great 


column .seemed to gain momentum and moved 
straight for the pulling oarsmen. 

They had not rowed two hundred feet as the 
cloud, sprawling overhead, pa.sscd over the 
masts. Then rushing by close a.side with a hi.ss- 
ing noi.se, the waterspout pas.sed to port not 
more than -several hundred feet away. 

Twirling with inestimable speed, the ponder¬ 
ous pillar dragged a churning sea at its base, 
catching the Jnlia Adams in the edge of a mael¬ 
strom. Again the smart seamanship of Captain 
Knowles manifested itself at the helm and a 
defeated sea relented and tossed the flimsy craft 
to calmer waters. 

The frantic efforts of the oarsmen were too 
much for heat-.stricken systems. Each man went 
to the gunwales in exhausted nausea. Although 
suffering from the heat and exposure as much 
as his men, the young captain refused to rest 
and .set about trimming the .sails in order that 
the boat might continue once more on her 
course. 

O N the next day trades from the Southeast 
brought hot winds that scared man and 
ship. The men knelt below the gunwales on 
cramped limbs to escape blasts which seemed to 
blow over a boiling cauldron. 

Add to the unbearable heat the desperate 
feeling of numbness ihat comes from troubled 
sleep in wet clothing and the major and minor 
afflictions that come from privations such as 
Captain Knowles and his companions suffered 
I rashes of the skin, bad teeth, gangrenous fing¬ 
ers from the constant contact of wet ropes, tor¬ 
tured digestion from unbalanced diet). Even 
removed from the anxiety brought by their situ¬ 
ation. these conditions would have caiused that 
peculiar neurosis known to the Cape Cod sea¬ 
man as ".sailors' vapors," a condition that made 
a man pull a knife and slit a mate’s throat 
upon the least provocation. 

Toilay the sailormen (save for those that still 
go -lown to the sea iinrler sail) are no more or

It is little wonder, then, that Captain Knowles 
and his men thought disturbing thoughts when 
on the morning of July 31st, when his diary 
records that they “observed peculiar rolling 
breaker.s, although no land was in sight.
